It was - not long. after: the in- 
auguration of the “Northern Messen- 


+ | ger” that. the Commission. became 


conscious of the responsibility: it had 
placed upon its shoulders, No Jonger 
was it. an ‘experiment, but a service 
of the utmost importance and one 
which at all costs must: be main- 
tained. . Starting with a handful of 
listeners, .the Commission soon 
learned in: no unceridin terms that 
the broadcasts had become a vital 
factor in the-lives of hundreds 
men. Thére was a demand for imore 
radio sets in the. north, and Satur 
day night became the night of the 
week... Men, without machines of 
their own, began to travel miles to 
the nearest radio station in the hope 
of receiving messages. The “Nor- 
thern: Messenger” became as equally 
important as the mail which reached 
them. after long intervals. 


Many Messages Transmitted 


Since its inception .in 1933 a-total 
of 11,000 messages have been broad- 
cast, and an idea of the large in- 
creases in the use of the service may 
be gained from the following fig- 
cb which cover the yearly per- 


From 1933 to.1934 there were 24 
broadcasts to handle 1754 messages; 
from 1934 to 1935 there were 2854 
messages delivered during thé 28 
broadcasts, and from 1935 to 1936 
there were over 6250 messages trans- 
mitted, the seis of. broadcasts 
being 28. 

For some months it was not known 
how niany of these messages actually 
awere being received by . the ad- 
dressees. This problem was over- 
come to some extent, however, when 
Major D, L..McKeand of the Lands, 
Northwest Territories and Yukon 
Branch of the Department of the In- 
terior, offered to carry some of the 
messages with him during the an- 
nual government expedition to the 
eastern Arctic on the R.M.S. “Nas- 
copie.” The suggestion was wel-~ 
comed by the Commission and in 
1935. over 800 letters. were entrusted 
to. Major MéKeand for. distribution 
among officials stationed at the vari- 
ous ports of call from Churchill east 
to Labrador and north to Ellesmere 
Island. 

The officials in turn had them 
delivered with the request that each 
person acknowledge receipt of the 
messages, report on reception, and 
make suggestions whereby the ser- 
vice might be improved. 


Gratifying Results 


On the return journey Major Mc- 
Keand gathered these reports, which 
were later turned over to the Com- 
mission, The results, Which were 
most gratifying, showed that out of 
933 messages transmitted to the east- 
ern Arctic during the 1934-35 period, 
466 were correctly received. The re- 
maining 467 messages, .with the ex- 
ception of 14 which were not heard 
at all, were identified with some 
difficulty due to atmospheric condi- 
tions. These figures, however, in- 
dicate a 50 per cent coverage. fn his 
report to the Commission Major Mc- 
Keand stressed the value-of the 
broadcasts and stated that “the Radio 
Commission is performing a very 
useful service which is gr ap- 
preciated and it would be a distinct 
loss if anything were done to cur- 
tail it.” 

From advice received during the 
last three years it appears that the 
long ‘wave, 
band, is more consistent-than the 
short wave transmission.

Altogether 170 exhibits were 
staged by private individuals and ‘a 
good many by professional firms. 
Women were well represented in the 
section for household and labor-sav- 
ing devices. 

An ingenibus lock using a thin, 
foes fiber key is the invention of 
Mr. H. B. Wollaston; and this re- 
ceived a silver medal.
